' More thau a huudn d years after his birth and nearly fifty-seven 
years after his death, Abriham Lincoln with each passing of this anni- 
versary moves to a higher place in the admiration not only of his own 

country, but ol all peoples. 

Lincoln has ceased to ba merely an American here; he belongs 
now to the world. Aa men of all climes and nations struggle for the 
Kioro .ITectivo appliciition ol' the principles of justice, that are syu- 
oHymous witii the principles of democracy, Lincoln gains a higher 
fame and exers atn ever-widening influence. 

We ai e sufficiently removed from the scenes of fhis aetivutes and 
Lis achievements to have the natural human frailties that must bo a 
pavt of evciy man's life fade from memory and to behold the ideal 
elements of his character. 

It is true we may easily recall Lincoln as he was known to his 
uontemporarits,: wo need make hut little research to find him the 
subject of criticism as venomous as has ever been visited upon any 
public man. It is possible, of course, to see him again in the arena of 
practical ])olities. under the necessity of dealing with men ol different 
types and varyni- motives. But as the years pass on, this country 
and the whole world will regard these things as a part of the mortal 
Lincoln. The Immortal Lincoln is the ideaUstic Lincoln, the Lincoln 
we link with the idea of the Union, with the idea of the preservation 
cf tlie government and the consolidation of the American states int.. 
d great nation destined for world leadership, the Lincoln of pentle 
spirit, the Lincoln with a sense of justice tempered with mercy. 

We will leave the more sirdid things of his life more and more to 
The few who concern themselves with the details of the musty records 
of the past, while the popular imagination will more and more exalt 
the idealism of his time and give hia countrj- a valid title to some- 
thing more tiian pride in material achievements. 

It is true that the result of Lincoln's work are pr. at in pun ly 
material measurement, but they are greater in the heritage of ideal- 
ism he has left to posterity. 

One of the lessons we may lear non this Lincoln anniversarj- is 
that is requires time to permit the popular mind to distinguish be- 
tween the ideal and the sordid— to forget hte commin hunan qualities 
that have really distinguished his leadership. 

No matter wLat may have been man's biological development, 
his sociological distory has not been a record of constant, unchecked 
advance. There are mountain peaka, and valleys amounting to can- 
yons of darkness, in his sociological career. It is perhaps fortunate 
for Lincoln's place in hisini v thM he fell Uy the hand of an assassin; 
it is certain he would not have approved the deep descent of those 
M'ho exerted power immediately after him. The man who endeavored 
to carry out the Lincoln policy narrowly escaped the disgracu of re- 
moval from the jnesidency. Though Lincoln would have been much 
stronger than Johnson, it is by no means certain that he would have 
been a match for those extremists who were ready to ride a storm of 
paasion. 

History eaii not liold Lincoln responsible for what followed hi^ 
death, and a martyp's halo in all probability .saved him from the 
humiliation of defeat at the hands of his own party, at the same time 
saving his name to all posterity as one of the most notable exponents 
at American idealism.

THE BONUS BY ITSKLT. 



President Harding is showing good generalship in his handling 
of the bonus questions. It was an adroit manoeuvre on his part that 
caused it to be side tracked last summer when it was in a fair way to 
be forced through. Now he has succeeded in having it divorced from 
the foreign loan refunding bill, wliich is to be taken up as a separate 
matter and handled on its merits with some ehance of sensible legis- 
lattion being put through. 

At to the bonus, the President insists that it shall carry its own 
financing scheme He has expressed no objection to the sales 
method of raising the necessary money, but probably holds to the 
belief that when the Senate finance committee gets right down to 
the .inl) of providing for the payment of the bonus it will find itself 
i'p aga. :iNt a pretty hard proposition. Hy that time the attention of 
the people of tli<> country will b« focused upon the fact that they will 
he (sxpected i" mi into their pockets and produce at least $3,000,000, 
000. which would moan something like !lS50 apiece for each man, 
woman and child in the country. ' Thi.>;. on top of all other ta.Tatioii. 
would be a serious proposition, for few of the women, and none of the 
children would pay their share, and a great raanj' men would also be 
eiiniinafed as ta.xpayer.s. Hence it would fall heavOy opoo the buai- 
ncbs interests of the country. 

If thet bonus were to be juggled through as part of another bill 
ii would escape public attention, but by itself is will open up public 
discussion in a way that may change the entire situation. If the peo- 
ple actually want the bonus then Ie.t them be prepared to pay for it.

.^lany of those errors* are due to 
reduction of the personal exemption 
allowed a head of a family, deOned by 
Treasury regulations as a "person 
who actually supportes and maintins 
tn one household one or more indi- 
viduals who are closely connected 
with htm by blood relationship, rela- 
tionship by marriage or by adoption, 
or whose right to exercise family con- 
trol and provide for the.^o dependents 
is based upon some moral of legal oh- 
lication." 

The exomplieiis allowed a head of 
a lamily under tl'.i- revenue act of 1921 
are the same as i::antcd a married 
liersons — J2.500 where the net Income 
for 1921 was |D.00'1 or less and $2,000 
where tho net iueome exceeded $5,000. 
Circumstances surrounding each indi- 
vidual case determine largely whether 
a person is entitled to such exemption. 

A single person— the term Including 
widowers, widows, and persons not 
living with wife or husbandJis the 
iiead of a family is he is the sole sup- 
port of one of more relatives living in 
Uie same house with him, and if he 
exercises control of household affairs. 
.\ married person living with husbanil 
or wife. In addition to the exemptions 
.illow.'d such pel-sons, can not claim 
an exenii>tion as the head of a family, 
irrespective of the support of OOthers 
in the household. 

Whether a person w ho does not con- 
tinuously live in tlie same house with 
dependent relatives is entitled to the 
exemptions depends unon the charac- 
ter of tho separatiim If a parent i> 
away on business part of the year or 
a child or other dependent is away on 
a visit, the common home being main- 
tained, the exemptions may be claim- 
ed. If a parent is compelled to main- 
tain his dependent children with rela- 
tives, or in a boarding house, the exr 
exptton may still apply. If, however, 
the dependent continuously and with- 
out necessity makes his home else- 
where than with his benefactor, the 
lattetr is not the head of a family. Ir- 
respective of the question of support. 

.\ taxpayer who is not the head of a 
family may still be allowed the ex- 
emption of $400 for each person de- 
pendent upon him for chief sujiport. 
if such person is under K vf-ars of 
age of incapable of si^lf-sui.port b>-- 
cause mentally or pliysically defective 
Following are concrete examples of 
taxes due under tho revenue act of 
r'21 and circumstances governing ex- 
emptions allowed a head of a family 
and for dependents: 

A married couple living together 
with two chlldrsju 10 and 12 years 
old. had a net income for 1921 of 
f4,R00. Their tax is |48, which is > 
per cent on $1,200, the amount of their 
net income less the exemption of 
{2Ji00 for married persons whose net 
income was .less than $5,000, plus $400 
for each dependent. The tax on the 
same income for the year 1!)20 was 
$84.00.

Lexington, Ky. — .More legume crops 
lo replace a portion of the non-leguuie 
crops in Kentucky farms is the oue 
big hope in economically building up 
the Slate's sails to a higher state ot 
fertility, according to reoommendu 
iic.iis being made by soil and crop» 
specialists at the College ot Agrrlcul- 
turc. Legumes, such as clover add to 
the fertility ot the soil by drawing ni- 
trogen from the air while non-legumc 
crops Buob as timothy bay, wheat and 
corn, draw on the soil for all their 
l>l:int food, according to the spectal- 
itts. The extensive use of non-legume 
crii|i.H over a long period of years has 
pr.noil a heavy drain on the fertllily 
of Kentucky soils, they say. 

ill pointing out the importance ol' 
legumes In a system of crop improve- 
ment, tile specialists are showing 
faniiera that more than two-lliinls ol 
tiie plant food containoj in clover is 
taken from the air. Every ton of this 
crop takes only $3.00 worth of plant 
food from the soli wblle tbe remaining 
$S.OO worth, which It oonUhis, la tak- 
en from the air. 

On the other hand, a bushel ot corn 
removes one pound ot nitrogen, nearly 
one-fifth ot a pound ot phosphorous 
nnd one-fifth ot a pound of potassium 
from the soil. This amount of plant 
food when purchased on the market as 
commercial fertilizer would cost about 
2') cents or about one-half the preseni 
value of a bushel of corn. 

A bushel of wheat removes one and 
one-halt pounds of nitrogen, about 
oao-fourlh ot a pound of phosphorous 
aiul one-fourth of a pound of potas- 
hium. This amount of plant food when 
purchased as commercial fertiliser 
would cost about 35 cents or one-third 
the present value of wheat. 

A ton of timothy hay remover 24 
pounds of nitrogen, three pounds of 
phosphorous and 24 pounds ot pootas- 
Blum worth |7 in the form ot oommer- 
>:t8l fertiliser or about on»>hth>d the 
market value of bay.
